Sydney, October 3, 1868. 

"We have had recent warnings of n pol- 
itical crisis by tlio reliromeut from oirice 
of ouo of the chief supporters of the Puna- 
ma line I refer to the Colonial Secre- 
tary of the Colony, Mr Parkos, whose 
disclosures of an alleged conspiracy to 
nesassiiiate Priiiea Alfred had considera- 
bly weiikened his poitijn in the Ministry. 
The os'.ensibio cause of his resignation 
was the decision of Ihe Cabinet to dismiss 
Mr Duncan, Collector of CuBtoms, whose 
Bnspension by the Colonial Treasurer has 
been already announced. TLu facts re^ 
latiug to Mr Duncan's removal, so far as 
at present before the public arc brieQy 
these : An importer endeavoured to have 
an entry passed Ibr a case of drapery 
> goodR at a false value, bj which the rev 
' onue would be deprived of the full ad 
valorem duty. Fraud was saspeclod, the 
original invoice was demanded, and beiug 
produced, not only couUriucd tto 
ions, but proved that a small quantity cf 
perfumed spirits were in the case, though 
no mention was made of thoiu in the 
Customs entry. The case was seized, as 
containing smnggled goods; the Treasure- 
er was apprised of tho seizure, and con- 
firmed it by ordering their disposal in tho 
osual way. A few days afterwards Mr 
Duncau was ordered to give up tlie goods 
to tho importer. He remonstrated, and 
perhaps in iitnguage rather tinged with 
insabordinalion, as the word Is now un- 
derstood in olficial circles, denied tho 
right of any Qovernmeut officer to ignore 
the provisions of an Act of Parliament, 
Buch as that which warranted his pro- 
cedure. Mr Duiican'n suspension follow 
ed; he was then called upon to show 
cause why ho should not be dismissed, and 
in reply riiiterateil his arguments as to the 
legality of his action, but apologi-ed for 
nsing any laogoage which might be con- 
Bidered discoarteoas to bis Political 
Chief. After fomo weeks delay it was 
decided to d'siuiss him, but as Mr 
Parkes thouijlil the apology oni;ht to be 
accepted, lie refi:sed to coincide with his 
colleagues, and left iho ministry. Mr A. 
Berne^, landing surveyor and inspector 
of warehonses, has been appointed Collec~ 
tor of Cusioms at Sydney, vice Duncan, 
at tho rcuuced salary of iJTOO, being 
£200 per aunuin less tliiiu his prede. 
cessor. 

Madame Anna Bishop, tho renowned 
cantatrice, has been given a series of 
highly successful concerts here. 

Commodore Ijnmbert, Commander of 
tho Au.slraliiin pfpiadron, returned here 
on the 7Mi nil., alter a lengthened cruise 
in the Soutii seas, during whiuh bo chas- 
tsaed some of tho natives of Fiji for int 
Bults to the European settlors. £L. M. 8. 
Cbarybdis has since returned from a 
similar errand, and is now i-efiiling prior 
to her dejiarture for Callao to join the 
South American squadron. Tho (Join- 
modoro is at |)rcsent lying at anchor in 
Sydney harbo"-, taking it easily, while our 
feirov colonists are being slaughtered by 
the Maoris, who have only to dread what 
nssisiuiiee tho crew of tho small war 
steamer Kosario can render tho New 
Zealand Uoveriinient, but perhaps the 
Commander Imn order.s from tho Admir- 
alty that his Bbip is to add to the pictur- 
esque beauty oi Sydney harbor during tho 
summer months. 

On the iGtli ultimo tho great blast, at 
the head of the Litligow Valliiy, was suc- 
cos.sfully di.vcliargod by iliu Countess of 
Delmont. ilis IvKcellency tho Govjriior, 
tho Uon James Martin, tlio Hon J Byrnos, 
and the Uon J B Docker, were present. 
Three and a half tons of powder were used 
for tho blast, the (pmiility of stono dis- 
jjlaccd being •10,000 cubic yards.

On tho 24th ult., Mr T C Goro, tho 
Registrar of the District Court, Bathurst, 
died from tho efrect.s of poisou ; ho fell 
into the street and was found extended 
on the pathway. An inquest was held 
when it was proved that ho had tnkon a 
dose of cyanide of potassium. A verdict 
of temporary insanity was returned. 

The foundation stono of St Miiry's Ro- 
man Catholic Cathedral is to bo laid iu 
the Grst week of November, when there 
is to be a gatlioriug of all the Roman 
Catholic dignitaries in Australia. 

A similar assemblage of tho prelates 
ijof tho Augiicau Church is to tiike place 
'at the consecration of St Andrew's Cathe- 
dral, Sydney, on Nov. 9th. 

The news respecting Prince Alfred's 
return to Austrnlio pives great satisfac- 
tion and it is hoped ho will lay the foun- 
dation stone of tlio Alfred Meinoriul Hos- 
pital, towards which i222,000 have been 
alreiidy subscribed. 

Country advices speak favorably of tiio 
prospects of a large harvest unless the 
weather which has turned prematurely 
warm blights the crop. 

Recent disclosures proving positively 
tho existence ot a slave trade betwetii tlie 
South Sea Islunds and Qiieeiisland liavo 
caused a sensation here, and an inllueu' 
tial committee has been appointed to call 
the attention of the English anthoritioa 
thereto, 

A fearful accident occurred at Sydney 
heads on tho l4th ult. A female of ill- 
fame, while intoxicated, fell off tho cliff-j, 
which aro 400 leet higli, and was dashed 
to pieces.

After n short session, noticeable only 
for disgraceful attempts to lower tlio 
character of colonial legislatures, Farlia.o 
meiit Irw been prorogiied with every 
prospect of a lengthened recess. Mr 
McCalloob and bis colleagues still retain 
o£Bce.

The Great Britain steamship has mudi.' 
another rapid run to tho colonics, having 
arrived at Melbourno after a passage o( 
56 days from Englaiid. She sailed from 
Melbourno to Liverpool and back iu il3 
sailing days.

In San 
Joan, Monterey country, with a population 
of about 1,000 people, there have been 180 
cases, and of these onc-tbird, CO, have died 
Efcry lurgo town in the Siato h.is bad its 
loss, though in some few favored localities 
it haa only beoD a life or two. The diaeaeo 
bPS tfiivolled by every Btago, etearaship and 
railroad route in Calilornia— ba« gODO by sea 
to all our doniBstio porta, north end sooth. 
It has crossed the Sierras and raised its head 
in Virginia City, and found its way op thu 
Columbia Eiver to Portland. It has domi 
eiled itself among the pines on the shorca of 
Poget Sound, and has found viotims among 
our British neigbboia— in the noribern colo 
bfee. It 16 Foourging the whole coaat. Re. 
moval of Duiaances, putlficatioo ol dwellinge, 
oleaneiDg of sewers, more utteulion to the 
purity-ST drinking water and the wholesome- 
ne>8 of food are all oxcellenl and timely 
precautions ; but there ia one remedy that 
excels all olhere in value and in ceitaintj' 
and tbbt is vaocinatioo. 



The Army and Navy Gazette of October

Editob British Colo.vijt: — The soon 
ooked for meeting of lho Logislalivo Coun-- 
oil of HiUioh Ouininliin — U'KBlIy emilt'd, and 
ibonka to the giver of nil guod, becoming 
more then ever harmoniiod in spirit — hm led 
to the Tontilation in your cnlunans, of many 
conQictiog opioioas on tbe best mcAus of cf- 
fecliog, what we all desire, tbe improvement 
of the ooanlry. While glad indeed that Ibis 
wholesome agitation of tba pablio mind is 
dispelling the apathy of the past, I fervently 
hope that by free diBcasaioo of all mooted 
phibtA, in a cantioua, t'rulh-aeeking, and 
genial spirit, wo may preparei the way for 
welNconsiderod and sound. legislation during 
tho ensuing sessioo. 

Glowing anticipations havo been freely 
indulged in, as to tho advantage to bo deriv- 
ed from Reciprocity, to obtain which no 
sacrifico seeiua by soino of your corrcspond- 
ootB to be considured too groat ; but how 
Biuprieinp, after the jercmnidi about ' Uucon- 
ditioual Union" eo common for tho last two 
yoars, to find advocates of 'Uucondilional 
Reciprocity' io Tioloria, where, after the 
great letaon of tbo past, a prudent vvarinefs 
regard to proooaed ioDovatioos should 
naturally be tho rnlo of aotion. 

We mnat all desiie Reoiprocity, on a fair 
quid pro quo basis, Bpoolally adapted to our 
i.dioaynoracy, such as, sbpuitj terms eventual' 
ly bo agreed on, the Canadians will take 
good care to secure for themselves. No 
other bljould fiud any favor with as. lire 
blindly plodgin;; ourselves to a Reciprocity 
r-outy Bo far unknown here, if iu e.?istcnco, 
and framed to suit Canada and her noighborfl 
cjroas tha line; let ua carefully cooaider 
whether alipulationa adapted lor a cnunlry 
hiving many nourishing maiiufacturus, and 
a large surplus ol agricultural produois, will 
ansver British Columbia, yet, unless lumber 
ba an exception, without manufactures 
properly so called, and whose agrioullure, 
still io its iofaooy, absolutely needs for it.s 
fnrtbor progresa a decided preference io the 
home market, in the o v ooactfy of the 
lower Fraaer and Vancouver Island os io the 
inland vallies or nppei oounlry of the Main- 
land. 

In your columns it is maiatained, Mr 

Editor, that tbo advanla;;o in favor of the 
upper country farmer, arising from Having 
of freight, as agniost tho importer of flour 
and livestock, would enable the f,;rraor to 
hold his owu in tho event of froe trade in 
agricultural proiluots; and as for tb.j unfortun- 
ate tillers of tbo eoil nearer home, it haa cool- 
ly beea atated (b»t (beir iDletQiis muit b« 



saoriQued if uoouseury tor tbe oommoaweullb. 
It bas^ jalso.^ t^een . inopoB^^ asBorted 
in the' Colokibt, ttnt^.Tn 'tho^evenl. of Reci- 
prooily ^our Jow country farmers vtould ga^o 
by BOlirog in' tbe larger hiai^kbV SiTtitb, where 
a supciabuDdance of all pro^uaed\ here al« 
roady exists 1 Surely no one can.iieriou»ly 
imagine that such would bo the case. 

Holy npon it, sir, that the farmers on tbe 
Thcmpeou river, around Lillooet, V/illiam 
Lake and el-Si;where on tho Mainland, be« 
yonil Lytto.'i, ced, for some yoars to come, 
all the advAiitngo to bo derived from a pro- 
toctive tarifl, us they havo to encounter hip;h 
wages, the cost ol irrigation, short eeasons, 
severe winters, occasional failures ol crops 
from various nausea, and loasof livestock 
from exceptionally oold seaaona. Yon have 
doubtless noted bow oumpetition amongst 
tbo inland fflrmers has already in Cariboo 
greatly lowered tbe price of flour, and you 
cannot full to realize tbe important bearing 
on the Buccess of mining oporatioua and pros- 
pecting, the certainty ol a cheap supply of 
tbo neceasaricB of life will exercise. 

Farmers on the lower Frater from Yale 
to tho (jiulf ol Georgia, and cm the Island 
from Comox to Kooku, may bu ccudiderod oa 
being much in tbo eamc position, still iu a 
very early stage of advancement, ond aU 
lof^olhor unable to cope with produoers in 
earlier settled, ond naturally much more 
favored lands, baviog a surplus olagticnltur> 
al produce always freightable from San 
Francisco to Victoria at very low, aud often 
to Nanaimo oud Burrard Inlijt, ut almost 
nominal rales. A .subilautiatli/ i?foteciive 
tariff then, is, depend upon it, equally needed 
by tho chiss jf farmers laal, as by those first 
mentioned. 

J!ui, — uj some of your corroppondtjot," may 
hasten to say — suo what Frue Trade hua 
dona for Kiii^land, aiidjast tbiuk ol what 
Stuart Mill and others havo written on tho 
Hubjocl. To this 1 would reply that England 
liaa acted wisely iu bur approaches towards 
Uuoonditional Free Trade,^ altbo' much 
that is true from tha Euglish and to some 
extent European stand-point in the writings 
ol English Polilioal Economists, is, uevci- 
ibelesB, not cf aniversal application. 

Prom the history and example of our now 
but slightly estranged oldest sister, the 
Uuited State.", followed in her steadfast 
policy of Proioetiou, by all the younger 
oouimuuitiea ol British origin, on this Couti- 
uuut, tho leachioga v;u need may best be 
learnt. In all these couulrics the aim has 
increasingly boon to foater, by properly dis- 
orirainalivu tariffs, even/ naUve indiialry, the 
shield ol protection seldom being withdrawn 
wiiboui a duo consideration from other 
countries, even when to some extent foroign 
oompetilion can be met without injury to 
ha,-se ioterestB, witness the now extinct 
Reciprocity Treaty between tho United 
Slates and Canada. 

Tbo boneflOISTfesuIta of Ihe Protective 
Tariff in force here for tho short poiiod of 
barely two years are very apparent. Had 
ihe toriff existed for ten yearj, tiow diflerent 
now would be our position ? Prices ol onr 
own Qgriculturnl staples have as a rule not 
risen, Still, larmors from t'leir greater cer« 
tainty o( a niarkot, aay they are coniculed, 
farrrs are io demand either to purchase or 
lease at advanced tales. Farmers from Ore- 
gon are ooming to sellle in the Colony, and, 
more than ever are Cariboo miners inveRtioa 
iboir oiroings in tHe soil. 

Why then seek to disturb a syBiem which, 
on its very recent iniliati m, most have been 
regarded aa to be rcaiiouably permanent, or 
raon would never havo invested so largely ue 
ibey have In tho purcliaso and improvement 
ol land throughout all tho sBtlled portions ol 
tbe ColoHy. The very hint o( a change is 
discouraging to our struggling farmers. Its 
lealizatioo wouhl bo regarded by them as vir- 
tnalty a breach of faith, and as the forerunner 
of their ruin. No, we can do much better 
than to aacrifioo or even weaken without the 
lullast compensation, any existing interest in 
tbe Colony. Whatever fiaoal cbaoges may at 
tha approaching Council be instiiated, let 
farmers, lumbermen, tanners and all onr ar-> 
lizao olaBB be protected, Tbe borne market 
is what they ol' — except Inmbornion — havo 
to depend on, 

Tho lamber and coal interests of onr 
Colony are reporotd a.9 prosperouii; but need- 
ing free acccs,-, to the California market 'j 
Why then cannot our Colonial Goueninienl 
ascertain by inquiry in tho proper qnsrlors 
— what concei'giiiiB wo could utlord, and what 
would ho Batisfiiotoiy to our neighbors ? Thin 
would Boem to bu tbu tecdlul preliminary to 
the Special .Reciprocity Treaty needed by 
tbia Colony under itspeonliar cironmntunces, 
To decide, without trying, that a special 
I reaty will not be Bgieed to, would indioate 
a discreditable fainthoartedness on onr part, 
A hotter fooling is now growing op between 
F.iigland ond America, as last evidenced by 
the kindly utterances in eevetal towns in 
Kiiglnnd by lievcrdy Jobnaon, the Americnn 
Minister at St Jainu'ii. JVono but a cynic ol 
tho harcieat jjrit Clin regard theno reiternted 
expressions of friendly teeliog ai mere Iliun- 
mcry. 

Tor oursnlves— altliDUKli iiniuD-g pcrhnpa in 
that otiginuered liy Richard Cchdeu botwoen 
li'juiicfl and England— eunlimeiit hni not yet 
had much to do with tho framing of modorn 
commeroial treaties, remooibering aa many of 
us do, tbe fervidly oloquoDt enunciations 
bore a few years ago on tbe Bnblime ubject 
of 'Tbe Fatherhood of God and the Brotber* 
hood of Man,' by Mr Colfax, tbe coming 
Vice Freaident of tbo Uoired Stale«. May 
wo not hope for Ihe good word of thai em- 
inent min in the Wsshington Cabinet and 
olsiiwliere, whenever a qaoiition arises af- 
f(!ctin;^ tho intoresiH of BritishOolumbia, the 
youngest, and so fur the feeblest of ADgtoa 
Amorioau oommuuitieB.
